THIS  CATALOG  DESIGNED  FOR  YOUR  BENEFIT. 

Because  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  write  to  each  of  our  customers  telling  them 
of  our  work  and  our  varieties,  we  are  forced  to  use  the  medium  of  this  catalog  to 
tell  them  of  our  seed.  Hence  we  have  tried  to  address  this  catalog  to  you.  In  re¬ 
turn  we  hope  that  you  will  write  to  us  telling  us  of  your  work  and  your  problems. 

We  have  described  our  varieties  truthfully  in  order  that  you  will  understand 
exactly  what  to  expect  from  each  one.  We  will,  in  the  few  pages  immediately 
following,  describe  something  of  our  policies  and  methods,  in  order  that  you  may 
understand  what  we  are  attempting  to  do  for  you.

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OUR  AIM  OF  QUALITY,  PURITY  AND  SELECTION. 

It  sometimes  seems  to  us,  as  we  prepare  our  catalog  for  submission  to  the 
cantaloupe  growers  of  the  nation,  that  possibly  we  mention  too  often  our  aim  of 
"Quality,  Purity  and  Selection. ’’  The  temptation  is  sometimes  strong  to  make 
mention  of  some  other  topic,  if  for  nothing  more  than  variety,  thinking  that  possi¬ 
bly  the  reader  of  this  catalog  might  appreciate  a  mention  of  some  other  topic  than 
this. 

However,  this  catalog  is  not  presented  for  your  pleasure  alone,  but  is  also 
offered  in  the  hope  that  it  may  enable  you  to  achieve  greater  success  with  your 
cantaloupe  crop  by  the  selection  of  proper  seed. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  a  house  is  no  better  built  than  its  foundation, 
we  know  that  the  crop  you  produce  will  be  no  better  than  the  seed  you  plant. 
Hence  the  characteristics  of  quality,  purity  and  selection  in  your  seed  is  of  the 
utmost  importance.  Without  them  you  have  failed  to  make  the  start  to  which  you 
are  entitled.  Because  of  the  importance  of  quality,  purity  and  selection  it  would 
be  unwise  for  us  not  to  call  them  to  your  attention  even  at  the  risk  of  repetition. 

Our  long  established  and  jealously  guarded  reputation  for  quality,  purity  and 
selection  in  our  cantaloupe  seed  is  the  best  assurance  you  can  have  that  your  crop 
will  be  one  that  will  meet  all  your  expectations. 

THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  OUR  METHODS  TO  YOU. 

In  a  discussion  of  our  methods,  we  must  mention  our  plat  work  first,  for  it  is 
essentially  the  foundation  of  our  cantaloupe  seed  business.  If  w.e  are  to  hold  your 
trade,  which  we  must  do  to  continue  in  business,  we  must  be  in  a  position  to  assure 
you  how  our  seed  will  perform  and  we  must  be  continually  at  work  to  build  up  our 
stock  to  the  highest  degree  of  quality  possible. 

To  carry  out  these  promises,  we  maintain  each  season,  experimental  plots  to 
test  our  seed  and  to  give  us  an  opporunity  to  make  improvements.  Through  our 
trial  plots  we  are  enabled  to  know  exactly  what  our  new  seed  will  do  under  actual 
field  conditions.  By  proper  care  and  observation,  we  are  able  to  make  improve¬ 
ments  in  our  seed. 

The  illustration  on  page  4  shows  a  portion  of  one  of  our  trial  plots.  You 
will  note  white  stakes  set  at  regular  intervals  across  the  field.  Cornered  by  every 
stake  is  a  square  containing  25  hills  of  cantaloupes.  Each  one  of  these  squares 


Hand  cutting  the  seed  is  laborious  for  us  but  profitable  for  you. 
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is  planted  with  the  seed  from  a  single  cantaloupe.  Thus  from  a  single  melon, 
selected  in  1936  for  some  particular  characteristics,  there  were  grown  25  hills  in 
1937.  The  melons  from  these  25  hills  are  carefully  checked  with  each  other  for 
uniformity  of  the  characteristics  desired  and  are  checked  against  the  record  of 
the  parent  of  the  previous  year.  Each  season  we  save  hundreds  of  individual 
cantaloupes.  These  must  give  promise  of  producing  something  better  than  we 
have  had  before.  Each  one  is  cut  separately  and  the  seed  sacked  by  itself  and 
stored  with  an  accompanying  description. 

Out  of  the  hundreds  of  individuals  saved  each  season  there  may  be  but  a  half 
dozen  that  will  measure  up  to  the  high  standard  we  set  the  following  year.  The 
remainder,  while  they  may  be  much  better  than  the  regular  stock,  will  no  longer 
be  used  as  plat  work  possibilities. 


These  are  some  of  our  trial  plots.  Cornered  by  each  stake  is  a 
separate  plat  of  cantaloupes. 


By  this  method  we  are  continually  at  work  improving  our  stock  and  develop¬ 
ing  new  strains.  The  results  of  this  trial  plat  work  are  passed  on  to  you  in  a 
higher  grade  of  seed  that  means  more  profits  to  you  from  your  crop. 

REQUIREMENTS  IN  PRODUCING  GOOD  SEED. 

Anyone  can  grow  seed.  But  it  takes  care,  experience,  time  and  proper  equip¬ 
ment  to  produce  GOOD  seed.  We  pride  ourselves  on  being  more  than  seed  growers 
— we  are  seed  breeders  as  well. 

It  is  no  result  of  mere  chance  that  our  seed  has  been  producing  uniformly  fine 
crops  season  after  season.  It  might  be  possible  for  you  to  secure  from  some 
unknown  source,  cantaloupe  seed  that  would  give  you  good  results  in  some  particular 
season.  But  should  you  continue  to  buy  your  seed  supplies  from  such  a  source  year 
after  year,  you  will  find  that  they  lack  the  uniform  high  quality  that  you  need. 
You  will  find  that  some  year  the  poor  seed  supplied  will,  in  the  end,  cost  you  more 
than  good  seed  would  have  cost  for  a  lifetime  of  planting. 

Our  methods  assure  you  that  you  need  never  take  this  chance  of  getting  poor 
quality  seed. 
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We  have  made  it  an  invariable  rule  never  to  sell  seed  that  we  do  not  grow 
and  harvest  ourselves.  We  give  personal  supervision  to  all  the  stages  of  har¬ 
vesting  our  seed  crops.  We  personally  supervise  the  cutting,  washing,  drying  and 
fanning  of  the  seed.  Every  care  is  taken  to  see  that  only  the  finest  melons  are 
saved  for  seed,  and  after  the  seed  is  saved,  every  precaution  is  exercised  to  be 
certain  that  there  is  no  mixing.  Such  a  policy  means  much  to  you.  It  means  that 
when  you  buy  our  seed  you  can  be  certain  that  it  will  reproduce  exactly  as  we 
describe  it.  It  means  that  you  know  when  you  plant  the  seed  the  kind  of  a  crop 
you  will  get.  It  means  that  chance  is  eliminated  in  your  purchase  of  seed. 

ALL  OUR  SEED  IS  HAND  CUT 

The  most  careful  methods  are  used  in  our  harvesting.  All  the  seed  is  hand- 
cut — each  melon  is  cut  separately  and  by  this  method  the  poorer  melons  are  dis¬ 
carded  and  not  saved  for  seed.  All  the  seed  is  washed  by  hand  in  open  wooden 
tanks,  and  by  this  method  we  can  exercise  greater  care  in  seeing  that  there  is  no

mixture  of  varieties.  The  owners  of  our  business  do  all  this  washing  themselves, 
believing  that  they  can  take  greater  care  than  would  hired  help. 

Season  after  season,  our  seed  has 
maintained  our  standard  of  quality,  purity  and  selection.  Season  after  season  our 
seed  will  give  you  better  results.

The  Mildew  Resistant  No.  45  has  become  the  cantaloupe  most  widely  used  in 
those  districts  affected  by  powdery  mildew,  and  particularly  in  the  Imperial  Valley 
in  California.  Twelve  years  ago,  powdery  mildew  appeared  in  a  very  destructive 
form  in  the  Imperial  Valley,  and  if  the  cantaloupe  industry  was  to  be  saved  in  that 
district  it  was  urgently  necessary  that  a  resistant  melon  be  developed.  This  im¬ 
portant  and  difficult  task  was  assigned  to  Dr.  I.  C.  Jagger,  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  who,  with  his  colleague,  Dr.  G.  W.  Scott,  of  the 
University  of  California,  has  performed  a  splendid  piece  of  work. 

Possibly  it  would  be  appropriate  to  present  the  description  of  the  melon  in  the 
words  of  its  originator,  Dr.  Jagger.

We  present  here  two  new  varieties  of  cantaloupes,  with  which  we  are  doing 
experimental  work  at  the  present  time.  Neither  of  these  varieties  is  ready  for 
introduction,  but  we  are  giving  you  a  preview  of  them  so  that  you  might  know 
something  of  what  we  are  doing  in  the  way  of  development  work. 

These  new  varieties  are  not  yet  named  and  are  not  yet  offered  for  sale. 


The  first  new  cantaloupe  is  a  white-skinned,  orange-fleshed  variety — somewhat 
like  the  Globo  de  Oro,  but  no  relation  to  it.  It  is  an  oblong  cantaloupe  with  a  very 
heavy  netting.  The  flesh  is  smooth  and  sweet,  having  a  fine  flavor.  The  outstanding 
characteristic  of  this  melon  is  its  ability  to  retain  its  firmness  and  quality  over 
a  long  period  after  being  picked  full  slip.
